2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses a nylon film having an absorbed liquid, but fails to disclose a Tubular casing 
having a food contact surface comprising nylon film consisting of (a) one of more aliphatic 
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primary diamine and one or more aliphatic dicarboxylic acid, (b) an omega - aminocarboxylic 
acid, (c) an omega - aminocarboxylic lactam, or a mixture of two or three of (a), (b) and (c), and 
having an absorbed liquid, wherein the surface has been activated such that the surface has a 
dyne level of at least about 50 dynes.
